SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Croydon: 

I  hereby  offer  for  your  consideration  my  sixth 
annual  school  report. 

The  Croydon  schools  with  the  exception  of  the 
one  at  the  East  Village,  which  opened  a  week  later, 
began  work  September  2,  1924.  The  only  change  in 
the  teaching  force  was  at  the  Flat.  Mrs.  Davis  after 
three  years  of  conscientious  service  declined  to  con- 
sider a  reappointment. 

A  teacher  who  is  intelligent,  conscientious,  diligent 
and  deeply  interested  in  her  school  work  is  essential  to 
the  success  of  any  school.  Our  teachers  without  ex- 
ception measure  up  to  this  standard.  Nevertheless, 
however  capable  a  teacher  may  be,  it  is  to  her  own 
professional  interest  and  to  the  interest  of  the  school 
which  she  serves,  that  she  add  to  her  professional 
training  and  get  an  increase  of  enthusiasm  by  at  least 
an  occasional  attendance  at  a  summer  training  school. 
I  therefore  suggest  that  the  salary  of  any  teacher  who 
attends  such  a  school  next  summer  shall  be  increased 
to  the  amount  of  $50.  This  amount  will  just  about 
pay  the  expense  of  a  summer  course  at  one  of  our 
State  Normal  schools. 

The  teachers'  names  and  the  total  enrollment  to 
January  17  of  the  respective  schools  are  as  follows:

General  Statistics  for  the  Year  Ending  June  30,  1924 

Fifty-one  pupils  were  registered,  of  which  ten  had 
been  previously  registered  during  the  year  in  another 
New  Hampshire  district.  The  schools  were  actually 
in  session  an  average  of  3481  half  days.  Hi  half  days 
were  lost  on  account  of  holidays  and  other  no  school 
days. 

In  June  thirty-four  pupils  were  promoted  and  five 
pupils  failed  of  promotion.  The  average  membership 
was  38.1.  The  average  attendance  was  35.1.  The  per 
cent  of  attendance  was  92.  Four  children,  Hazel 
Barton,  Arthur  Barton,  Clinton  Barton  and  Helen 
LaFountain,  attended  the  Richards  high  school  at 
Newport. 

The  registers  report  five  visits  by  board  members, 
forty-three  visits  by  the  superintendent,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  forty  visits  by  other  citizens. 

Fifty-one  pupils  were  enrolled  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  district,  two  were  enrolled  in  the  elementary 
schools  and  four,  in  the  high  school  at  Newport.  This 
total  of  fifty-seven  is  the  basis  of  the  per  capita  tax 
assessment  paj'^able  December,  1925. 

Dr.  A.  S.  Marden  of  Newport  made  the  usual 
physical  examination  of  the  school  children.
